COULDN’T DELIVER VOTES 


Action of Several Democrats in 
Lorimer and Arizona Cases 
Angered Him. 


AUSTIN, Tex. March 4.—Gov. Col- 


quitt has refused to accept Bailey's 


resignation. - 


WASHINGTON, March 4.—Senator Jo- 
seph W. Bailey of Texas, who resigned 


from the Senate today just before ad- 
journment, has made no explanation as 
to his reasons. His term would not have 
expired until March 3, 1913. 

In conversation -with fellow senators, 
he named as his reason on the vote cast 
by Democratic sendtors in favor of the 
approval of the constitution of Arizona. 
He said thet measure was so contrary 
to his ideas of government that he did 
not feel justified in continuing his serv- 
ice with senators of his own aejeed who 
would take such a position. 

Immediately after the close of! the 
session, Bailey was closeted for some 
minutes with his Democratic colleagues, 
but resisted all appeals to reconsider his 
resignation. | 

He was then sent for by Vice-Presi- 
dent Sherman, with whom he went into 
consultation, 

When the resignation was first sent by 
Bailey to the Vice-President, the latter 
refused to announce it to the Senate. 
Senator Bacon was then appealed to to 
make the annoduncement, and when he 
likewise refused, Bailey wired his resig- 
nation to Gov. Colquitt of Texas. 

Bailey’s colleagues express hope that 
they may be able to induce him to 
change his mind. 

During the last few days Bailey's 
leadership has been repudiated abso- 
Mutely by his colleagues. It was with 
him that the Republicans made their 
agreement for a vote on the Lorimer 
case and making the tar..f boar 
the unfinished business. The under- 


istanding was that’there was to be no 


filibuster ‘on the tariff board bill, but 
a large faction of the Democratic 
senators, led by Stone of Missouri; de- 
clined to be bound by the agreement. 

From that time on the small part 
taken in> the Senate proceedings by 
Bailey seemed to be contrary to the 
judgment of his colleagues.

She Is Destitute at Hotel 
With Children. 





THEY SEPARATED IN JUNE 


After Support Was Stopped at 
Portland (Me.) She Came Here 
a Week Ago Seeking Him. 


After trying a week to find her hus- 
band, John B. Candy, president of the 
Candy ‘Bros. Manufacturing Co., 120 
South Eighth street, Mrs. Mary Candy 
appealed to the police Saturday. She 
expresses the belief that her husband is 
hidihg in St. Z.ouis. 

Mrs. Candy arrived in St. Louis last 
Saturday from Portland, Me. She is 
accompanied by her three small chil- 
dren and says she is now without funds 


to continue her search for her husband 
or pay further hotel bills for herself 
and children. Candy left Portland last 
October, according to Mrs. Candy, and 
has not seen his children since. 

“IT cannot understand how a father 
can stay away from his children,” Mrs. 
Candy said in her room at the Terminal] 
Hotel Saturday morning. * 

She has employed Attorney Taylor R. 
Young. He asked that the police ma- 
tron be sent to see Mrs. Candy Satur- 
day, so that arrangements could be 
made for caring for her and the chil- 
dren, 

They Separated Last June. 

Mrs. Candy told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that she and her husband sep- 
arated in Portland last June and that 
her husband returned to St. Louis in 
October. She said that Candy provided 
her with enough money to buy the ne- 
cessities of life after he left, but that a 
few days ago she was @urprised when 
an advertisement was published in a 
newspaper that her husband would not 


her. 

“TI then came to St. Louis,” she said. 
“T arrived here last Saturday night. I 
called up relatives of; my husband and 
asked them where he was. I got little 
satisfaction but was told that he was out 
of the city.. I have since been unable 
to get trace of him. 

“Repeated inquiry at the office of 
Candy Bros. has given me no informa- 
tion. The employes there tell me that he 
is not in the city and that they do not 
know where he is. . 

‘‘We.were married eight years ago in 
St. Louis,” said Mrs. Candy. ‘‘We lived 
here two years and then moved to Port- 
land. My husband retired from active 
business and we traveled extensively. 
He is an Englishman and is 19 years 
older than I. I do not think he likes 
my American ways. I could never get 
along well with his English customs and 
friends in that country.” 

Mrs. Candy is puzzled over the receipt 


purporting to be frum Candy, dated at 
Portland, Me., March 3. This message 
states that Candy will not be responsi- 
ble for any bills his wife may contract. 

“This leaves me ‘n an embarrassing 
position,” Mrs. Candy said. “I have 
been here a week with my children and 
I have no money. I do not know where 
to go with my children.’

Assistant Secretary Hilles Ex- 
plains His.

PRICE WILL BE $300,000 


Official Declares Piét Is Admir- 
ably Adapted for Govern- 
ment’s Use.

WASHINGTON, March 4—Assistant 
Secretary Hilles of the Treasury has 
recommentied to Secretary MacVeagh 
the purchase by the Government of the 
southeast corner of Fourth and Chest- 
nut streets as the site for the new sub- 
treasury in St. Louis. The property is 
117x152 feet and is offered: by the Mer- 
cantile Trust Co. at $300,000, 

Hilles visited St. Louis Feb. 28 to 
study prospective sites. Bighteen were 
offered, but three were withdrawn and 
12 were rejected as being remote from 
the financial center, too small or be- 
cause they were not corner lots. 

Of the three left, that at the north- 
east corner of Fourth and Pine had to 
be eliminated because the price is far 
beyond the appropriation. It was of- 
fered through Darst & Dowman at 
$640,000. Hilles abandons this site with 
regret, describing it as the most de- 
sirable. The appropriation is only $300,- 

Merits of Sites Compared. 

Of the two remaining sites Hilles says 
in his report: 

“Y concur in the view of Col. Low, 
treasury site agent. The remaining sites 
may be fairly considered competing, 
both in the public estimation and in ac- 
tual merits. They are: 

‘Mercantile Trust Co., southeast cor- 
ner of Fourth ana Chestnut streets, 117 
by 152 feet, $300,000. 

“Commonwealth Trust Co., northeast 
cotner of Third and Olive streets, 150 by 
153 feet, $225,000. 

Advantages Enumerated. 

“The site at Fourth and Chestnut has 
the advantage of superior attractions 
as a location for a public building. One 
street is 60 feet and the other 80 feet 
in width. Fourth street is the financial 
backbone of St. Louis—its Wall street. 
Chestnut street is the real estate street. 

“This ample space for light, air and 
exposure of view is of extreme import- 


weighs the advantage of price and area 
presented by the site at Third and 
Olive. 

“In addition to approving the recom- 
mendation of the site-agent with re- 
spect to this site, I suggest that some

WASHINGTON, March 4.—Joseph G. 
Cannon of Danville, Ill., ushered in his 
last day as Speaker of the Republican 
House with a ringing declaration of his 
vigor and alertness. 

All night the Speaker had ranged 
through the House chamber and lobbies, 
sitting for a time at the clerk’s desk to 
sign bills that had been passed; poking 
fun at members who had gone to sleep 
on the lounges and in chairs and taking 
an occasional turn at sitting in his place 
in the Speaker’s chair. He was there a 
little after 4 o’clock, when Chairman 
Tawney of the'Appropriations Commit- 
tee arose to ask for a further confer- 
ence on the suhdry civil appropriation 
bill. 

“Mr. Speaker,” began Mr. Tawney. 

“The Speaker is asleep,” said some 
member in an aside to Tawney. The fig- 
ure in the Speaker’s chair galvanized 
into action. 

“The Speaker is not asleep,” he shout- 
ed, ‘‘The Speaker is very much awake,’’ 
and his gavel struck the desk with an 
emphasis that brought men tumbling off 
the lounges in the cloakroom. 

It was a night of some business, much 
talk and general farewells among the 
members of the House. The storm of 


‘; oratory turned loose an hour or two be- 


fore midnight spent itself by 2 o’clock, 
when Representative Rainey of Illinois, 
wont to turn his shafts upon the jaw- 
breaking trusts of the country, poured 
forth an eloquent memorial to the Irish 
patriot, Robert Emmett.

’ The next morning Mrs. Blomberg, who 
had been sitting up all night, says she 
saw Thompson and Mrs. Schroeder 
standing together over the casket at 5 
o’clock in:the morning. Then the two 
went out in the back yard, where the 
widow sat in a swing and the negro sat 
near her, on a bench, while they held a 
long conversation. ) 

“Tt asked Mrs. Schroeder,” said Mrs. 
Blomberg, “why she did not give the 
negro up. This was long after the 
funeral, and when all the neighbors 
were talking about the frequent calls of 
the negro at the Schroeder home. I told 
her she ought to give him up on account 


she couldn’t live without him.” 


» Gave Him powelty, 
The deposition made by Thompson's 


wife states that her husband came home 
one time with a diamond scarf pin 
which he said had been given him by 
Mrs. Schroeder and that he had other 
articles of jewelry presented to him by 
her. 

“Three times,” she _ testifies, “Mrs. 
Schroeder came to my house to see my 
husband. When she would come to the 
house she would explain it was to talk 
over some repairs. The business talk 
soon ended and usually was followed by 
a long walk.” 

In her petition Mrs. Thompson avers 
that Mrs. Schroeder is now living in 
Chicago.

Many were the stories 
told of riches obtained by him through 
his influence with the Sultan, When 
the McKees disagreed, after a social 
campaign in Europe which gained for 
them the acquaintance of the Infanta 
Eulalia, Mrs. McKee Sought thé ad- 
vice of Nedjib Pasha to protect her for- 
tune. The result was that she confided 
almost all of her personal belongings in 
the way of stocks and bonds to the 
Turk. She alleges now that she went 
even further, confiding to him certain 
jewels. 

Nedjib Pasha’s political fortutes 
changed when the Young Turks drove 
Abdul, Hamid from the throne. 

The explosion came yesterday when 
Mrs.. Tevis brought a charge of fraud 
against Nedjib. She alleges that she 
confided to his care nearly $500,000 worth 
of stocks and bonds, : which she now 
cannot obtain from him. .She also 
charges he sold or pledged jewels which 
she loaned to him, 
The complaint is now before a magis- 
trate, where two other charges for fraud 
have been made against Nedjib Pasha. 
One of them,is made by Janesich, the 
jeweler who sold the famous collar of 
pearls recently to Claude Casimir-Perier, 
son of the former president of France. 
Nedjib Pasha says in his defense 
“Mrs. Tevis did not confide to me her 
stocks and bonds for safe keeping. She 
sold them to me and I then sold them 
for her. It wags. necessary. that she in- 
dorse them to me before I could dig- 
pose of them for her, : | 
“The truth of the matter is that, in 
order to pay to Mrs. Tevis the sum she 
expected for these stocks, I was forced 
to realize $60,000 on my own belongings. 
I first paid her for the stock and then 
I resold them in the New York stock 
market. I sold her jewels for her be- 
cause she was hard pressed for 
money.”

Mrs. White's screams awakened a 
neighbor and héssummoned a physi- 
cian; who declared White dead. 

Mrs. White states that on the night 
before last, burglars a tempted to en- 
ter their home and yesterday, her hus- 
band borrowed a revolver. He cleaned 
the weapon yesterday afternoon and 
laughingiy said that he did not know 
whether he would be able to use it 
should there be occasion.

Not speak- 
ing English does not render him deficient for 
factory or field work; on the contrary, the aver- 
age foreign laborer or mechanic is by far more 
efficient than the greater number of “American” 
laborers. This is keenly appreciated by employ- 
ers, therefore the shortcoming of the language 
is entirely outweighed by his skill and superior 
training. 

Notice, for instance, a gang of Syrian, Greek or 
Italian laborers working in a street car track. 
They are bent to their task with undivided ap- 
plication; they work with thorough knowledge 
of all mechanical effects of their tools, placing 
them to far better results than any other home- 
spun and self-conscious laborer. 

Put the mechanic and laborer on the merit sys- 
tem in this country and you will have no reason 
to fear the foreigner nor legislate to keep him 
out.

T Adam) is an PEnglishwoman who 
spent. six years in Japan. Not 
only were her opportunities for seeing 
that country unusual, but her powers of 
observation and her fine sense of humor 
rendered her able to write her impres- 
sions in a way that must delight any- 
‘one who may read them.

F HE is a true friend who shows us 

| our faults, then Socialists eyery- 
where should welcome the review

Chapters one, two and three of the 
work set forth wirat the author calls 
the Socialist indictment of modern so- 
clety—that JP the competitive struggle 
the weaklings are trampled upon, that 
waste and misery abound, etc. He 
meets this indictment with the citing of 
the, various imprfovemerts and pallia- 
tivés which have come about through 
popular agitation, but admits that very 
much remains to be done. 

Of course the Socialist will laugh at 
this and assert, truly, that the differ- 
ence between his ideal and the present 
reality is as the difference between 
heaven and hell, and that no pallia- 
tives can make good that which is es- 
sentially unsound. 

And Prof. Skelton, curlously enough, 
ignores what is one of the most vital 
points in the indictment—namely, that 
the reward of Capital is eut of all pro- 
portion to that of Labor in the total 
division of the total product of industry. 
The census figures show the average 
wage to be but $477.40 per annum, while 
the value of the product turned out by 
Capital and Labor jointly is about seven 
times as much, the exact figures, ac- 
cording to the World Almanac being, 
for the United States,  $2,611,540,582 In 
wages paid; value of eo $14,802, - 
147,087. 

This means that Capital aii some 
$12,000,000,000 annually, for dividends, 
restoration of plant, reinvestment, etc., 
while Labor receives in round numbers 
only $2,000,000,000. | 

The chief value of this book, from the 
standpoint of the workers, is its merci- 
less showing up of the inconsistencies of 
the Labor movement. Socialists are 
Marxists and anti-Marxists; economists 
and visionaries, stand-pat radicals and 
opportinists, religionists and atheists, 
undecided as to the correct attitude to- 
wards the farming element, for and 
against parliamentary activity, patfi- 
otic and anti-patriotic, even divided on 
the question of militarism, tending to 
become haif-bourgeois when political 
power is in view, apt to lose sight of the 
“vision” for the sake of present ac- 
cession of votes. He gives a striking 
warning as to what may occur if, as 
a result of dickering and opportunism 
political success were won on an emas- 
‘culated platform: ‘‘But when such a 
party, diluted by the adherence of mil- 
lions of half-hearted allies, bound by 
concessions to the trade-unionist, to the 
farmer, and to the small business man, 
hnd controlled by politicians, hoisted at 
last the Red Flag, or rather its deli- 
cately pink-tinted flag, above the White

She brought great virtues of 
mind and conduct into her life as a 
rector’s wife, but the narrow people— 
especially the ladies—could not forgive 
her an unconventionallity of thought 
and’ speech, nor the ‘fact that she was 
marvelously friendly with such strange 
men as the infidel Hankin and the 
great soui, but epileptic, Shepherd Snar- 
ley Bob. However, she fought most 
of ter battles to victory and, having 
won the approval of the bishop, escaped 


her, 

There is a strange mixture of realism 
and mysticism in the telling of the 
stories.
